Lester Washburn, Milwaukee.

‘If the present commodity price 
drop is actual, and not the result 
‘of manipulation, it is a good, 
healthy thing for our economy. I 
don’t think it bears any evidence 
of an economic ‘bust’ at the mo- 
ment.” 
| J. K. Baillie, President of the 
Los Angeles Federal Savings and 
Loan Association and Financial 
Editor of the Herald-Express: 
“This appears to be no temporary 
halt in the upward price spiral. 
The péak has been reached, and a 
downward trend to normalcy is 
under way. Scarcities are disap- 
pearing from market places, and 
production is rapidly overtaking 
demand.

But, even for those who realize it, vaguely, there is no sense. of 
urgency, or immediacy. 


Europe Anyone coming home from Europe in these months 
comes home worried dnd swaps worry for a sort of 
nameless fear. His home front gnaws at him. 

In Europe you are caught at once by the fact that communism 
isn’t somiething far across the sea—it is beating at the gates... 
and the black marketeers and those who somehow collaborated 
with the enemy just enough to avoid being tried as war criminals 
and somehow came through it well off—they keep getting richer 
and the poor keep getting more wretched and miserable. 


And communism keeps saying, “You don't have to.” 


You see communism sitting patiently on the peaks 
Buzzards above what is left of Europe, waiting for America 
te have its boom and,\bust. ‘ 

Waiting for unemployment and fear and hatred of those with 
property to begin stalking Mhrough our own streets. 

In all of Europe, France included, there is a much wider gulf 
between workers and the so-called upper classes than there is, or 
ever was, in this country. 

Into such a scene inflation comes down like a cold and angry 
storm which divides them. 


There also is in all the European countries the sort of 
people we had—the black market millionaires who 


craw! back behind their protective walls. 

In Europe they buy big American cars and drive them carelessly 
through the frowning peoples on the streets—they fill up their own 
black market restaurants, they insanely flaunt their own luxuries 
before the wretched. 

They make the lot of those who, by industry and hard work have 
accumulated a little ‘property, almost intolerable and place upon 
them a part of the hatred that grows. 

So, inflation here is not just a domestic affair. 

If we boom and bust, what there is left of Europe that struggles 
to stay out of the Soviet orbit will bust with us. 

They will judge our free enterprise system not by what we say 
or claim for it—but by its results.

Our survey indicated that the av- 
erage single veteran without de- 
pendents could exist decently on 
a minimum monthly allowance of 
$90, therefore, upon reading the 
article signed by Mr. Poindexter, 
immediately attempted to con- 
tact him in an effort to gain in- 
formation as to how he had man. 
aged to budget himself so that he 
‘could exist on $40 per month 
while in school at Georgia Tech. 
I am advised, however, that the 
records in the registrar’s office at 
Georgia Tech do not disclose the 
name William H. Poindexter. 
Neither is Mr. Poindexter listed 
on the roster of students main- 
ed at the Georgia Tech Y.M. 
C.A. I have also contacted the 
Veterans Administration, Regional 
Office in Atlanta, and apparently, 
no veteran named. William H.

In 
view of this information, I must 
assume that it is, perhaps, possi- 
ble for a non-exigtent veteran to 
exist on $40 per month.

Quite a few years ago when it was my job to 
cover the proceedings of the Georgia Legislature 
et for this paper, there was a member of the House 
of Representatives who was a favorite character of mine. 
ner, habits and expressed opinions, this ‘‘gentleman from 
wes definitely my kind of guy. 

One of said character’s ideas for legislation was that every law 
on the State statutes should be repealed. Ten laws should then be 
re-enacted. And the legislators should then go home. The 10 re- 
enacted laws to be the Ten Commandments. 

“We've got too many laws,” he would say. “If we'd just obey 
the Ten Commandments that would be all needed. I think what 
this State, and Nation, needs more than any new laws is the repeal 
of a lot of the old ones.” 


However, if you seek one of the most difficult of 
all tasks, try repealing some law, the more il- 
logical it is, the harder. For there is always some group, usually 
closely organized, which benefits by that particular law—or thinks 
it benefits—which will provide the fightingest lobby against the 
propesed repeal you ever saw. 

It has beer the automatic reaction of so’many people, for so 
long a time, to immediately decide “there ought to be a law,” when- 
ever they get irked over anything. Enactment of a law forbidding 
this or that is so much easier, you see, than going to the root of the 
trouble and educating the sinners out of their misbehavior. Of 
course, in most cases the new law is totally ineffectual, but its 
enactment satisfies its promulgators and they can then feel pleased 
with themselves and forget the whole unpleasantness. 

What would do the country more good than anything else would 
be a new habit, consisting of a pressing demand, whenever perplexi- 
oe ar for the repeal of a law or two. “There ought not to be a 
aw,” in fact.

: : We hear much, these days, of the dangers 
Regimentation inherent in a governmental tendency we call 


“regimentation.” That is, forcing all the people into regiments of 
obedient, robotlike creations, without individuality, personal in- 
dependence. 

When you think of it, regimentation is nothing but the inevitable 
result of too much law making. 

Laws are enacted saying the citizens must do this or must not 


do that. More laws are passed creating government agencies, bureaus | 


and departments to enforce the “do” and “don’t” laws and these, in 
turn, give birth to swarming litters of printed forms ahd reports 
and so forth which further compress the citizens into the universal 
mould. 

From the plethora of laws, prosperity comes to lawyers, account- 
ants and police officers. Soon an error in bookkeeping is no 
longer a mere error—it is a criminal offense carrying a term of 
years in prison. 

So many new criminals are thus created, we have to have more 
courts, more prisons and more everything. Including more laws, 
more bureaus and more technicalities to entangle the unwary feet 
of the bewildered citizens. 


Before I ever saw the South, I was a Demo- 
crat by polfica! inclination.

Disintegration of the Democratic Party 


WASHINGTON—Another quadrennial rebellion of a noisy Southern wing of the Democratic Party 
—and again on the racial issue—is convincing proof of one fact of considerable significance for this 


1948 election year. 


The fact is that the once vigorous party Franklin D. Roosevelt created in 1932 and held together 
for four national elections finally has disintegrated to the point where it does not seem possible for 


it to win an election. 

The infection in the Southern tail of the Dem- 
ecratic animal now has permeated the whole 
body so that it is a sick and weakly imitation 

ts panes self. It seems to lack the virility 

itself together for a tough fight. 
Southern “revolt,” that in 1944, was 
with the current one. It began well 
the convention with fulminations and 
At the convention it exhibited itself in 
rump sessions of Southern delegations 
bitter words were flung at the pro- 
ve and labor elements of the party con- 
trated in the big cities of the East and in- 
dustrial Midwest.

But, though nothing extraordinary will occur, 
the repetition of these “revolts” finally has re- 
vealed a fundamental weakness in the Demo- 
cratic Party: its inability to perform because of 
a Syne personality. This will have influence 

th independent elements elsewhere in the coun- 
wang which are always necessary to win an elec- 
tion, and weaken their confidence in the party. 


This weakness exhibited itself as long ago as 
the second Roosevelt administration. Conserva- 


had directly affected powerful Southern vested 


interests upon which Southern conservatives were 
dependent. No domestic New Deal reforms were 
achieved after 1938 because of that coalition. Dur- 
ing the war the party schism was submerged be- 
cause the emphasis was away from domestic 
matters, 


* But the Southern conservative bloc—and it 
by no means included all Southern members then, 
nor does it today—resumed its coalition with 
Republicans after the war and President Truman 
has been unable to break the blockade. In vain, 
over and over, he has recommended leftover 
Roosevelt measures, only to have them pigeon- 
holed. Southerners also have joined with Re- 
publicans to enact measures that he opposed. 


It has now become clear that no matter 
how strong or how often Mr. Truman de- 
mands, he will get little or nothing. It is 
clear, likewise, that if he should be re-elect- 
ed, the Southern group would continue to’ 
block him. The new “revolt” has finally 
driven that home. 


-The only way for the Democratic Party to 
revive itself is to weed out the obstructive South- 
erners. That will be a slow and gradual process. 
There is activity to this end in the South. Many 
people are promoting it. Only in that way can 
the party regain confidence among enough voters 
elsewhere to win elections.

Orange Juice

Pint or quart glass 
air-tight freezing jars or mois- 
ture-resistant cartons may be 
used. Squeeze oranges (do not 
strain juice—conserve nutrients 
for economy and health), fill 
jars to within one-half inch of 
tops and seal. To assure a fuller 
flavor ad one-half tee:poon 
ascorbic citric acid powder mix 
and one and one-half teaspoons 
sugar to each pint of juice, Dur- 
ing freezing period shake each 
jar every 30 minutes until frozen 
(requires about one and one- 
half hours, total time.) Shaking 
juice diminishes size of ice crys- 
tals and makes them more uni- 
form in size—thus reducing 
amount of time required to 
thaw before serving.

WEDGE IN SOLID SOUTH ~ 


Women Leaders Criticize Income Tax 
Reduction Proposed by President 


By LENNA McKINLEY 


The “Solid South” may not be so solid after all. 
However slight, a wedge is now*being forced into its heretofore impenetrable body 
of Democratic loyalty in the outspoken opposition by local women leaders to the Presi- 
dent’s proposal, now before Congress, to reduce Federal income taxes to the extent of 


$40 for every wage-earning individual in the United States. - 


Several spokesmen criticized 
the proposal as a measure which 
would relieve many people alfo- 
gether of any responsibility for 
cur country’s, indebtedness, and 
would necessédrily make the bur- 
den heavier for industries al- 
ready sorely tried. And one or- 
ganization went on record as 
naming the suggestion “a purely 
political move which would do 
nobody any real good.” 

Mrs. de Witt Gunsolus, Presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Association 
of University Women has this to 
say: “This.is my own personal 
opinion, of course, and not that 
of my group as a whole. Cer- 
tainly I believe it wise to so dis- 
tribute income taxes to make it 
possible to retire our national 
debt in due time. How that is to 
be done I do not know. But I do 
believe that everyone who earns 
an income‘ should share the 
financial responsibility of our 
government. To declare a $40 
reduction for all citizens of the 
United States, as I see it, would 
relieve thousands of people alto- 
gether of this responsibility. 
And that would mean that the 
slack would have to be taken up 
by big industry. This load in 
turn would be passed on to the 
consumer, which would increase 
prices and would foster infla- 
tion. I hate to see mass psychol- 
ogy of this kind created. In the 
days of WPA, you will remem- 
ber, many people got the idea 
that they could enjoy the priv- 
ileges of our country free. That 
is not democracy, as I seqit.” 


PLANS EARLY FORUM 

Miss Addie Lou Gilbert, who 
leads the local Business and 
Professional Women, says that 
her organization has planned a 
forum on the subject at an early 
date, after which a _ definite 
stand on the issue will be an- 


nounced from this gro of 
women. “Without having gone 
into a thorough study of the sub- 

ject, I would say that the Presi- 

dent is right in his proposal,” 

she said. “However, I do not be- 

lieve that such a small reduc- 

tion Would make very much dif- 

ference one way or the other, 

as far as inflation is concerned, 

But it seems to me that, with 

the terrible national debt we 

now have facing us, it is cer- 

tainly no time for any big tax 

reduction. Besides, most people 

have more money than they 

have goods to buy. So why not» 
use that surplus to decrease the 

national burden as fast as pos- 

sible. I am not in favor of the 

present bill as proposed in Con 

gress. But when the time does 

come for reductions, I do be- 

lieve it should apply to those in 

the low income bracket.” 

Miss Margaret Hills, Presi- 
dent of the Georgia Associa- 
tion of Women Lawyers, says: 
“I think the President’s pro- 
posal to make a flat reduction 
of $40 per person is a bit ridic- 
ulous. It would do nobody any 
real good. What we really need 
is an increase in exemptions 
generally, with a decrease in 
rates. Certainly the President's 
plan would complicate filing 
tax returns. It would be a head- 
ache for lawyers, I can assuré 
you.” 

From Mrs. Murdock Equen, 
President of the Women’s Divis- 
ion, Fulton County Democrats, 
came this answer: “Speaking . 
personally and not for my or- 
ganization, I don’t think Mr. 
Truman's proposal will solve the 
problem. It would be like ‘rob- 
bing Peter to pay Paul,’ in that 
it would relieve one group of 
all responsibility and only add 
to the burden of the other. It 
doesn’t seem a sound solution 
to me.” 


Mrs. W. B. Suddeth, Presi-, 
dent of the Atlanta Council of 
Church Women, put it this way: 
“I’m more against the Knudson 
Bill (Republican) than I am in 
favor of the President’s pro- 
posal. I’m no expert on eco- 
nomic affairs, and therefore do 
not feel qualified to say whether 
we are ready for’ any income 
reduction at this time. But even 
if we should have a alight re 
duction, I believe that it should 
benefit the people of moderate 
income, and not the organiza- 
tions making big profits. With 
our foreign relief bill as high 
as it is today, I can’t see how 
we could afford any great re- 
duction in income But I 
am strongly in favor of the pro- 
vision which = separate the
